EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Response to Pre- Appeal Brief Request for Review 

2. The Request was received on 11/26/07. Claims 1,10-13,16,17,20,24,28 and 30 
are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see the Request, pages 2-4 filed 1 1/26/07, with respect to 
the rejection of claim 1 under 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments, see the Request, pages 5,6, with respect to the rejection 
of claim 10 under 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1,10-13,16,17,20,24,28 and 30 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 16 is allowable because the prior art does not teach the claimed 

determining a left oblique direction to be an interpolation direction when the left oblique 
direction difference is smaller than a threshold and when a right oblique difference is 
greater than a threshold. 

The closest prior art is Greggain et al. (US Patent 5,991 ,463) that teaches 
oblique differences as shown in by tables in column 6 and compares the differences to 
a threshold. However, Greggain consistently states that the differences are within a 
threshold of each other or one another and does not clearly state as claim 16 requires if 
the differences are greater or smaller than a threshold. 

Claims 1 and 1 0 are allowable for the same reasons as claim 16. Thus, 
dependent claims 20, 24,1 1 -1 3,28,1 7 and 30 are allowable for depending on an 
allowable respective parent claim 1 or 10 or 16.
